Report  of  the  School  Board. 


The  School  Board  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report, 
for  the  year  ending  March  i,  1891  : 

East  School. — The  spring  and  fall  terms,  which  covered  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  the  school  was  in  session  during  the  year, 
were  taught  by  Mrs.  Sedelle  A.  Symonds,  an  experienced  teacher. 
Her  methods  were  easy,  the  school  was  orderly,  she  gained  the  good 
will  and  respect  of  her  pupils.  It  would  have  been  better,  if  her 
labors  could  have  continued  until  the  close  of  the  year.  A  short 
term  was  taught  by  Miss  Flora  R.  Page,  of  Charlestown,  N.  H. 
She  was  a  good  disciplinarian,  and  seemed  to  be  a  competent  and 
thorough  teacher.  With  a  longer  term  of  service,  we  have  no  doubt 
good  and  substantial  progress  would  have  been  shown  as  the  result 
of  her  labor. 

North  School. — The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lillian  L. 
Bowen,  of  Watertown,  Mass.  Her  methods  of  teaching  and  man- 
agement of  the  school  were  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  it  was  re- 
gretted by  us  that  her  services  could  not  be  secured  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  vear.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Annie  L.  Sanborn,  of  Hampton  Falls.  The  school  made  good  pro- 
gress under  her  management.  There  was  a  thoroughness  about  her 
manner  of  teaching  which  is  of  great  value  to  the  pupil.  Solid 
progress  and  a  thorough  understanding  of  what  had  been  gone 
over,  and  not  superficial  show,  was  the  result  of  her  labors. 

West  School. — The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  E. 
Robie,  of  Kensington,  and  the  fall  and  winter  terms  by  Miss  Annie 
M.  Lamprey,  also  of  Kensington.  This  school  was  very  fortunate 
in  the  choice  of  its  teachers,  and  if  the  school  did  not  make  good 
progress,  it  was  from  no  fault  of  the  teacher. 

South  School. — This  school  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Edna  M.  Hardy,  of  this  town,  during  the  entire  year,  and  for  several 
years  past.  She  has  maintained  her  previous  reputation  as  a 
teacher. 

Upon  the  whole  your  Board  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  several  schools  and  the  progress  made  during  the  past 
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year,  yet  there  are  a  great  many  things  in  which  improvement  could 
and  should  be  made.  One  great  evil  which  calls  for  remedy  is  ir- 
regularity of  attendance  and  tardiness,  of  which  the  registers  show 
altogether  too  much.  This  is  a  thing  which  cannot  be  remedied  by 
the  teachers  or  the  School  Board  to  any  great  extent,  but  should  be 
attended  to  by  the  parents  and  guardians,  who  should  have  enough 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  children  to  correct  as  far  as  possible 
this  evil,  which  is  not  only  injurious  to  the  individuals  offending,  but 
is  a  damage  to  the  entire  school.  With  the  pleasant  weather  of  the 
past  year,  and  the  absence  of  contagious  and  epidemic  diseases, 
which  often  cause  trouble  of  this  kind,  there  seems  to  us  to  be  no 
excuse  for  the  large  percentage  of  absence  and  tardiness  which  is 
shown,  and  it  must  be  attributed  to  indifference  and  negligence  on 
the  part  of  those  who  have  charge  of  the  children  outside  of  school 
hours. 

We  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  teachers  to  laytlown  good  and 
wholesome  rules  for  the  government  of  the  schools,  and  all  without 
respect  of  persons  should  be  made  to  obey.  When  nothing  unrea- 
sonable is  required,  we  believe  the  Board  should  sustain  the  teach- 
ers ;  if  this  rule  were  relaxed,  we  believe  all  discipline  would  be  at 
an  end,  and  the  purpose  of  the  Common  School  would  be  defeated. 

It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that,  because  a  teacher  is  popular 
witn  the  pupils  and  much  liked,  she  is  doing  the  best  work,  or  that 
one  who  is  not  as  well  liked  or  who  may  be  unpopular,  may  not  ad- 
vance the  school  more  than  the  other.  The  ascent  of  the  hill  of 
knowledge  is  laborious  and  attended  with  difficulty,  and  it  is  some- 
times hard  to  tell  whether  any  real  progress  is  being  made  or  not. 

During  the  present  school  year  the  free  text-book  law,  passed  by 
the  Legislature  of  1889,  went  into  effect  and  has  added  not  a  little 
to  the  labor  and  responsibilities  of  the  School  Board,  both  in  the 
selection  of  books  to  be  used  and  in  purchasing,  so  as  to  burden  the 
tax  papers  as  little  as  possible.  The  law  is  very  wide  in  its  provis- 
ions and  everything  used  in  the  schools,  both  books  and  supplies, 
must  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  town.  It  will  be  obvious  to 
all  that  the  new  system  could  not  be  inaugurated  without  consider- 
able expenditure  of  money.  We  have  furnished  the  schools  with 
everything  we  considered  necessary,  and  we  feel  that  our  schools 
are  as  well  furnished  and  equipped  as  are  the  great  majority  of  the 
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schools  throughout  the  state.  And  we  feel  confident  that  this  has 
been  done  with  as  small  an  expenditure  as  the  same  amount  of 
books  and  supplies  have  been  furnished  to  any  town  in  the  state. 
Each  of  the  school  rooms  has  been  furnished  with  a  twelve  inch 
globe  and  with  the  latest  edition  of  Worcester's  Unabridged  Dic- 
tionary. The  dictionaries  which  were  in  the  school  rooms  had  been 
in  use  a  long  time ;  one  of  them  was  published  more  than  forty 
years  ago  ;  and  the  others  so  long  since  that  they  were  unfit  for  use 
at  the  present  time. 

To  many  our  expenditure  under  the  new  law  may  seem  large,  but 
when  everything  must  be  bought  on  the  start  it  could  not  be  other- 
wise. Now  that  the  system  has  been  inaugurated,  a  comparative 
small  annual  outlay  will  be  necessary  to  keep  the  thing  along.  In 
other  states  where  this  system  has  been  in  operation  for  years  the 
life  of  the  school  book  has  been  found  to  be  about  five  years,  where 
ordinary  care  is  used.  On  this  basis  some  calculation  maybe  made 
as  to  the  future  annual  expense  of  the  new  system.  Less  money 
will  be  paid  for  books  than  under  the  old  system.  The  expense 
instead  of  being  paid  by  individuals  (where  it  was  sometimes  a  bur- 
den) will  be  paid  from  the  town  treasury. 

For  the  advanced  classes  in  reading  courses  of  supplementary 
reading  have  been  instituted  with  success  and  profit,  and  it  has 
proved  an  interesting  and  valuable  feature.  Miss  Abbie  Gove  has 
kindly  offered  to  donate  reading  matter  especially  adapted  for  this 
purpose,  for  which  the  Board  tender  her  their  thanks.  The  text- 
books which  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  are  :  New  Franklin 
Series  of  Readers,  Greenleaf's  Series  of  Arithmetic,  Hyde's  Gram- 
mar, Warren's  Geography,  Higginson's  History,  Lippincott's  Speller.
